What Darknefs was to 
Hobbes, Aftrology, Chiromancy, Geomancy, or Dreams, 
are to other People; infomuch that almoft. every Man 
wears about him fome Rag of Superftition, — 
Not to mention the great Men of Antiquity, who in 


 fpite of all their Learning and good Senfe have fallen into 


articular Veins of Superftition, we need but look into 
the belt Memoirs of later Times to be convinced, that 
Men are jutt what they were; and that with all the Ad- 


_ vantages of Reafon and Religion, they are ftill too often 


the Dupes of Superftition. Many Inftances of this Kind 


| may be found in Comines, Clarendon, and Bifhop Burnet ; 
the latter efpecially mentions feveral great Men who gave 
nto Notions of Aftrology, and fanfied that the Fate of 


particular Men was to be read in the Stars, and depended 
‘upon their Afpetts. If I miftake not, that Prelate al- 
Iedges, that King Charles Il. who was undoubtedly a 
Prince of uncommon Parts and Knowledge, 
himfelf to be governed in the moft Critical Part-of his 
Condu&, by Predictions drawn from that pretended 
Science. 

Amongpft all the various Kinds of Delufion which have 
token their Turn in governing the Mind of Man, Phyf- 
ognomy feems to have prevailed moft, and to have kept 
its Ground jongeft ; which is not to be wondered ar, 
fince almoft every Man is governed by his particular 
Fancy in Faces, and likes or difl:kes People at firft Sight. 
Upon this Humour has been built a Kind of falfe Rea- 


foning, which in moft Ages of the World has pafled for 


a fublime Kind of Science, and this too with Men other- 
wife of found Parts and great Underftanding. The De- 
fire of penetrating into Things at once, of knowing the 
Infide of a Man by his Looks, and deciding at a View 
of the Complection of the Mind as well as the Counte- 
nance, has hurried many a great Genius into this Opi- 
nion, to which perhapsa ftrong Proportion of Vanity 
may have concurred ; fince there is nothing of which a 
Man is more apt to grow too fond than of his own Pt- 
netration. 

When all this is confidered, one needs not be at all 
amazed, that cither the Artful or the Cunning, the 
Weak or the Enthpfisttick, fhould pretend to reduce 
thefe flying Notions about Men’s Faces to a Kind of Sci- 
ence, and eftablifhing a Set of Rules for the Regulation 
of fuch whimfical Conjectures. The fame Thing has 
happened in reipect to every other Sort of Divination ; 
and, indeed, upon the Compariton, itis very hard to fay, 
which of thefe Syftems ot fupernarural Wifiom is the 
greatelt Foly ; fo thametully ridiculcis afe they all, and 
io abfolutely unworthy the noble Faculties beftowed by 
the Ali-wife Creator on the Mind of Man. 

The oldcft Writer on this Subjeé that I ever heard of, 


is Polemon, a Greek and his Work was tranflated into 


Latin by Count Charles Montecuculli ; who has illuftra- 
This Book I take 
to have been che Bafis of all the Italian Writers, who 
have pretended to teach how to dittinguith not only 
Men's Minds and Manners, but their Fortunes alfo, 
from the Features of their Countenances. Upon theie 
Principles went that wife Prophecy as tothe Misfortunes 
of King Charles 1. upon the Carving his Bufto at Rome. 
We have many circumftantial Accounts of this extraor- 
dinary Pafluge, out ot which I have mace choice of one, 
which has two Advantages, that ir is full as ftrange, and 
muth more faccinét then any of the reff.

/* was brought in a Boat upon the Thames, a ftrange Bird 

* (the like whereof the Bargemen had never feen) drop’d 
‘a Drop of Blood, or Bloodlike, upon it ; which lett a 
* Stain not to be wiped off. This Bult was carved from 
*a Pi@ture of Sir Anthony Vandyke’s Drawing: The 
‘ Sculptor found great Fault with the Forehead, as moft 
‘unfortunate. There was a Seam in the Middle of his 
‘ Forehead (dowawards) which is a very ill Sign in Me- 
‘ topofcopie.” 

The Whole of this Story is wonderful s'ike: The 
ftrange Bird, the Drop of Blood, and the Seam down 
the Forehead. But the Reafon I made choice of it was, 
becaufe I take it to be a very evident Proof of the Falfe- 
hood of this pretended Art. There is not, perhaps, in 
al Hiftory, a Fortune in every Refpeét more fingu'ar 
than that of this Monarch ; and yet, according to this 
fine Tale, his was a commonCafe. The ices, # Scam 
down the Forehead, had been fouod by Experience an 
infallible Sign of fuch Mifchiefs as. afterwards befel this 
 Priace aa is we mutt believe -withoar the leaft Evi- 
dence, a. Pact as clear and certain as any Fact can 
be, That the Courfe of his Life and Fortunes was fuch, 
as no Parallel can be produced of thelike, either in refpect 
to the Man or the Prince. This I deliver on the Credit 
of our beft Hiftorians and greateft Preachers ; and I fhou'd 
think it hard, if it were not weighty enough to tura the 
Scale againft an Italian Statuary’s Conjeéture. 

In order to be fatisfied as to the Fallacy of Phifiogno- 
my, we need only recollect how many great Men have 
had avery mean Appearance, and how many foolith Peo- 
ple we have {een with fair and promifing Faces. All the 
World has heard the Stories that have been told of Bithop 
Wilkins and Dr. Barrow, who deceived not only mean and 
vulgar Judges, but Perfons of much Wit and great Dif 
cernment, by their contemptible Appearance. La Fontaine 
the French Poet, who was perhaps the greateft Original 
his Country ever produced, looked the leaft like a Wit, 
to carry the thing no farther, of any Man in France; and 
if it was juft, or decent, one might perhaps produce 
living Examples as ftrong as this to the fame Purpofe ; 
but there is no need of it, the Faét is too notorious to 
be denied; and therefore it is not difficult to difcever 


viz. in finding the Marks of Wit in a Man's Face, after all 
the World had found it in bis Writings; or pronouncing 
this or that Prince a Hero, from the Caff of his Eyes or 
Make of his Nofe, when his Arm had already made it 
manifeft to the reft of Mankind. ! 

Could we fuppofe any Truth in thefe Notions, they 
muft draw after them fuch a Train of Confequences as 
would overturn all Philofopby, and indeed all kind of 
Knowledge whatfoever. For Inftance, the Likenefs in 
Families is generally own'd and taken Notice of: Now, 
according to the Rules of Phyfiognomy, a Son who is 
like his Father in the Face, muft be like him too in the 
Qualities of his Mind, and in the Courfe of his Fortunes. 
Is this confonant to Experience, or rather is it not di- 
re&tly contrary to it. The Avfrian Lip had diftin- 
guifhed that Family thro’ feveral Generations, but with- 
out entailing any Likenefs in other Refpects. And the 
Children of our King Charles II. refembled him ftrongly 
in his Features, tho’ in little elfe. To dwell on this would 
be tedious, it is an Obfervation every Man may make 
every Day he lives, and yet it is impoflible to make this 
Obfervation without feeing the Impoflibility that thefe 
Rules fhould be true. 

Again. It is commonly admitted. that Accidents which 
happen to Women with Child affeét the Countenances of 
their Children, and have a very ftrong Power over their 
Features ; but can any body be fo mad as to believe, that 
thefe Impreflions any way affect che Faculties of their 
Minds, or give any Byafs totheir Fortunes? Such an O- 
pinion would be as abfurd as that of the Tartars, who 
are laid to hope they fhall not only poffefs the Horfe and 
Cioaths, but the Senfe and Learning of any Man they thall 
kill. Could we once bring ourfelycs to enter thoroughly 
into the Belief of fuch a Syftem, we might build very 
extraordinary things upon it, and a better Book might 
be wrote upon a certain Subject than that which has 
fecured a Reputation to the Abbe Ouillet. 

Art prefent I dare fay I have fufliciently tired the Read- 
er’s Patience with Remarks on this fallacious Art; but as 
Lam fenfible that many things worth reading may ftill 
be faid upon this Topick, and that there is nothing of 
greater Confequence to the Peace and Pleafure of Man- 
kind than the driving fuch Errors as thefe out of their 
Heads, I referve to myfcif a Liberty of entring again up- 
on this Subje@, and of treating of thofe Caufes which 
have fometimes contributed to give a Sanction to thele 
Sort of Prediétions; in domg which, | hope I thal! be 
able to cntertaim a5 Well as to inflruct,

HE laft Accounts from the Romagna are, that on 

the 6th Inftane the firft-Co!umn of the Spanith 
Troops commanded by the Duke d’Atrifco arrived at 
Forli, and procecded immediately by continued forced 
Marches to Faenza, with a View, as it is {ippofed, td 
intercept the Auftrian Cavalsy, which was pofted at Ba- 
gnacavallo, Lugo and Cotignolo, in the Neighbourhood 
of Faenza, under the Command of General Payersbach. 
The Duke d’Atrifco was joined the fame Day by M. de 
Gages, and on the 7th by Count Mariani with the third 
Column; but ail this Hurry and Fatigue of their Troops 
was rendered ineffeCtual by che timely Retreat of M. Pa- 
yersbach, The Spaniards were expected on the 12th at 
Caftel Bolognefe, but whether to continue their March to- 
wards Bologna, or to retire into the Ferrarefe; was un- 
certain, ~As the Auftrian Cavalry, (confifting only of 
2400 Horfe, to which was added 300 Croatians) had 
been derached folely with a View of preventing the Spa- 
niards {applied with Provifions from the Férraref®; 
they were forced to retire on the Approach of the Spa- 
nith Army, and have joined M. de Traun at Buon Porto. 
We are not yet informed whether the latter defigns to 
pafs the Panaro, but Letters are expected from the Army 
this Evening. In the mean time Preparations are making 
here for the Reception of Part of the Troops from Le- 
ghorn; the firft sal departs from thence the 16th, 
and is to be followed two Days after by the f.cond, Ma- 
ny Letters from Naples and Rome have mentioned a Su- 
fpicion, that the King of the Two. Sicilies defigns to re- 
inforce M. de Gages with two Regiments of Horie, 
which the King of Spain formerly lent him, and that 
they were march’d to Rieti for this Purpofe, Captain 
Osborn, of the Salisbury, who has becn appointed by 
Vice-Admiral Matthews tor the Service at Leghorn, re~ 
mains there with three Ships.
